Computation. Total wages in cash and kind and family allowances paid 
each month are divided by the number of persons on payrolls at the end 
of the month. Persons on the payrolls but absent for more than 30 days, 
and the wages paid to such persons, are excluded. Workers are commonly 
paid on a monthly basis and pay for the 30-day period is assigned to the 
calendar month ending nearest to the monthly pay day. Industry data are
